BOUT  50  miles  from  Lynchburg  on  the  west,  little  more  than  75 
miles  on  the  east  from  Richmond,  and  from  Washington  hardly  250 
miles,  in  Avhat  is  known  as  Soiithside  Virginia,  in  Prince  Edward 
County,  is  an  institution  known  to  many  of  us,  to  many,  dear.  Born 
in  the  throes  of  a  great  revolution  for  freedom  and  independence, 
nurtured  in  the  cradle  of  democracy  and  individual  rights,  reared 
to  a  mature  estate  as  the  repository  and  exponent  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  this  institution  has  lengthened  out  its  life  to  moi"e  than  144  years. 
The  story  of  is  birth,  of  its  growth,  is,  in  no  small  measure,  the  story  of  the 
fight  for  Amei'ican  Independence,  is  in  large  part  the  story  of  educational 
development  in  Virginia,  is,  indeed,  a  story,  in  striking  fashion,  of  the  per- 
sonnel and  achievements  of  not  a  few  leaders  in  Church  and  State  through- 
out Virginia  and  the  entire  country. 

Its  traditions  go  all  the  way  back  to  England  in  the  joint  names  of 
Hampden  and  Sidney,  those  illustrious  champions  of  English  constitutional 
freedom.  The  names  of  James  Madison,  John  Randolph,  Patrick  Henry  and 
the  rest,  advocates  and  defenders  of  American  free  institutions,  are  closely 
associated  with  its  early  history,  if  not,  indeed,  wrought  into  the  very  fiber 
of  its  existence.  Here,  lived  in  times  past  and  mightily  wrought  for  the 
cause  of  truth  and  light  those  wonderful  men  so  famous  in  the  annals  of 
both  church  and  state ;  men  like  the  Princeton  Smiths,  Samuel  Stanhope, 
and  John  Blair,  Archibald  Alexander,  Moses  Hoge,  J.  M.  P.  Atkinson,  and 
Richard  Mcllwaine — not  to  mention  scores  of  others.  Some  of  the  finest  and 
richest  traditions  of  our  civil  and  religious  life  trace  their  origin  to  this 
spot  in  Southside  Virginia. 

This  institution,  which  was  founded  on  the  principles  of  democracy  and 
religious  liberty,  has  always  held  a  high  conception  of  its  responsibility  and 
of  its  privilege.  Here  have  been  taught  the  fundamental  truths  of  our  free 
constitutional  government  and  the  cardinal  tenets  of  a  Christian  faith.  As 
an  institution  of  higher  learning,  it  has  sought  to  know  and  to  impart  the 
truth.  It  has  sought,  to  place  the  right  emphasis  on  the  truly  cultural  value 
in  things  educational,  and  is  one  of  the  colleges  today  in  which  classical 
training  and  the  study  of  the  humanities  still  have  place.  Its  ideal,  in  fact, 
has  been  a  threefold  one — of  civilization,  culture,  and  Christianity. 

But,  within  the  compass  of  this  brief  article,  it  is  not  necessary  to  dwell, 
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primarily,  iipitii  tin-  iradilioiis  of  iiaiiiptlfn-SiciiU'y.  howt-ver  rich  iiml  <1ut- 
ishtd.  iior  spcai<  so  imich  of  its  past  ideals,  as  high  and  noble  as  tiny  liave 
Ixcii;  for  the  ])ast.  if  it  has  served  its  i)urpose.  liowever  jjloriously  and  well, 
will  not  of  itself  sufTice  foi'  the  ))resent  nor  furnish  a  t:iiai-antec  for  the 
future.  Traditions,  it  is  tine,  are  an  inspiration,  and  ideals  tend  to  lift  one 
iiiirlier.  and  eei-tainly  there  eouhi  lie  no  desire  i-ven  for  one  moment  to  dis- 
parage the  glorious  past  of  llampden-Sidney.  The  story  of  its  liirth  and 
early  years,  of  liow  it  has  laujilit  and  wi'oujrht.  decade  njion  decade,  of  how 
it  lias  sent  men  into  the  army  of  its  country,  chosen  le.iders  into  the  service 
of  the  state,  consecrated  and  alile  servants  of  (iod  into  the  ranks  of  the 
ministry,  would,  if  re<-()r(led.  make  a  xolume  as  thrilling  as  romance,  as  ani- 
mated as  hiography,  and  as  profound,  almost,  as  sacred  history  itself.  But 
if  there  were  not  also  a  story  of  present  service  and  plans  for  future  growth, 
the  .story  of  what  has  been  achieved  might  well  be  left  to  other  times  to  tell. 
The  past  of  llampden-Sidney  needs  no  tribute  here — that  is  secure:  it  is 
with  the  jiresent  that  we  have  to  do  and  it  is  about  the  future  that  we  ai-e 
thinking'. 

The  very  proper  and  jiraetical  tpu'stion.  then,  that  come  to  our  minds 
are:  What  does  llampden-Sidney  stand  for  today?  What  is  TTampden-Sid- 
ney  doing  now?  Are  her  worthy  traditions  being  continued?  Are  her  ideals 
still  high  and  true?     Still   rendei'ing  a   i-eal.  an  indispensable  service? 

In  answer,  I  think  it  may  be  saiti  that  llami)den-Sid)iey  still  stands  for 
the  things  that  are  woi-th  while  in  education  aiul  in  life.  The  times  have 
changed  and  educational  standaids,  while  generally  advancing,  have  been 
variously  modified  and  the  old  order  has  sntTei"ed  many  shocks,  often  for 
good,  sometimes  for  ill.  And  this  Southside  N'iiginia  College  has  not  been 
mi  responsive  to  the  life  of  growth  and  change  about  it  :  but  the  atmosphere 
of  a  cherished  past  is  still  here,  the  conditions  of  plain  living  and  high  think- 
ing are  .still  to  bo  found  in  its  <|uiet  and  unostentatious  surroundings,  and  a 
certain  indefinable  charm  of  i)lace  and  peojile  still  tells  sweetly  of  those 
other  (lays,  hallowed  by  the  memories  of  true  and  righteous  men,  and  made 
illustrious  by  a  culture  not  feigned,  a  generous  devotion  to  letters  and  learn- 
ing, and  a  true  recogiiilion  of  the  virtue  of  smuid  seholarshij).  True  to  its 
traditions.  Ilampden-Sidin'y  still  insists  that  the  mind  is  moi-e  than  matter, 
that  s|iiritual  values  are  more  to  be  tlesired  than  much  mati-iial  gain. 
(Quietly  and  modestly  it  may  bo,  but  earnestly  and  devotedly,  it  has  been 
taking  its  stand,  in  those  latter  days  of  eoimnereial  su])remacy  and  socallod 
utilitarian  i  nds,  with  those  who  have  not  forgotten  the  vision,  whose  hearts 
are  strong,  and  whose  aims  are  high  and  pure. 
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Today  Hanipden-Sidney  is  standing  for  intelligent  and  Christian  man- 
hood. It  believes  that  the  making  of  character  is  of  more  importance  than 
the  making  of  money  or  wordly  fame,  and  to  this  end  those  to  Avhom  its  for- 
tunes have  been  committed  are  devoting  their  best  spirit  and  endeavor.  As 
the  world  outside  is  hurrying  along,  this  simple  and  unpretending  institu- 
tion, in  calm,  quiet  mood,  is  tarrying  awhile  to  make  sure  the  foundations, 
is  insisting  that  it  is  well  to  take  time  enough  for  adequate  preparation,  is 
urging  upon  the  young  men  who  come  within  its  walls  the  priceless  value 
of  a  sound  body,  a  strong  mind,  and  above  all  a  pure  heart. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  what  is  Hampden-Sidney  doing  today?  it 
may  be  replied  that  it  is  turning  out  intelligent  and  useful  citizens,  strong 
patriots,  capable  Christian  leaders.  To  speak  more  specifically — when  the 
call  came  to  this  country  to  enter  the  World  War,  a  large  proportion  of  the 
student  body  went  promptly  to  the  service  of  their  country,  and  the  alumni 
by  the  scores  and  hundreds  were  soon  found  to  be  filling  positions  of  honor 
and  trust  urrder  the  Government  and  at  the  battle  front.  When  a  state  of 
war  with  Germany  was  declared  by  the  United  States  in  the  spring  of  1917, 
the  students  of  the  College  promptly  and  eagerly  stood  up  to  answer  the 
summons  and  could  hardly  be  kept  back — despite  the  fact  that  the  majority 
of  them  were  under  age  and  not  then  needed  by  their  country.  They  formed 
themselves  into  military  companies  before  the  close  of  the  session,  and  boys 
as  they  were,  settled  themselves  Avith  the  earnestness  and  seriousness  of  men 
to  a  regular  daily  drill.  With  the  opening  of  College  again  in  the  fall,  in 
the  same  spirit  of  patriotic  service,  they  took  up  their  military  work  on  the 
very  first  day  and  throughout  the  session  continued  to  show  their  mettle  and 
their  zeal.  One  of  their  owm  number  for  the  session  of  1917-18  was  Com- 
mandant and  it  would  be  hard  to  say  which  was  more  to  be  commended,  the 
efficient  and  faithful  work  of  this  student  officer  or  the  loyal  and  enthusias- 
tic co-operation  of  his  fellow-students.  From  such  material,  as  the  issue 
proved,  patriots  and  leaders  of  the  first  order  are  made.  And  this  is  what 
they  call  the  Hampden-Sidney  spirit ! 

Or  to  turn  to  another  field,  mention  might  well  be  made  of  Hampden- 
Sidney 's  contribution  to  the  ministry  of  the  Church  both  in  Virginia  and  in 
other  States.  Of  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  Virginia  alone  at  least  one-third 
are  alumni  of  Hampden-Sidney  College.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  a  certain 
church  court  the  Moderator,  the  Temporary  Clerk,  the  entertaining  minister, 
the  speaker  especially  appointed  to  preach  the  doctrinal  sermon  were  all 
Hampden-Sidney  graduates;  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  the  cause  of  Chris- 
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liaii   tdiicatioii    was   jjiisi-iit.il    l)y   a   ii-prisi-iitativc   of   Ilaiiiixlcn-Sidiii  y.   and 
tliat  a  proft's.'or  of  tlu'  Collcpc  sat  as  a  inembpr  of  the  Ixidy. 

liiit  it  is  possililc  In  l)c  even  nunc  pointed  in  a  stalcnii-nt  of  tiic  siTviri- 
llanipdcM-Sidnty  is  now  icndcrint;  in  the  ficki  of  C'liristian  wori<.  In  vv- 
sponsc  to  an  urtifiit  ap|)fal.  ]>risfntcd  before  the  studrnts  of  the  College  a 
few  years  a^o,  six  eonsecratcd  yoinifi  men  went  forth  {{iadly  to  do  the  Mas- 
ter's ser\iee  in  the  mountain  reifions  of  one  of  our  States.  They  spent  the 
most  of  the  summci-  in  hard  worl<,  wallcinn;  arreat  distances  over  the  moun- 
tains and  suffei-infi  many  inconveiiienees.  perhaps  enduring  some  hardships 
as  fTootl  soldiers  of  tlie  Cross,  tiiat  they  mjglit  teaeii  these  i)eople  the  truth 
and  help  to  lead  them  in  the  right  way.  And  they  received  no  nientionable 
compensation  foi-  their  faithful  toil  and  their  labors,  for  they  had  regard  to 
the  recompense  of  the  reward.  They  went  about  by  day  antl  by  night,  teach- 
ing and  helping,  in  the  spirit  of  glad  and  willing  .service.  And  this.  too.  they 
call  the  llaiiiixien-Sidney  spirit! 

If  il  is  asked  what  llampden-Sidney  is  doing  today  in  the  educational 
world,  the  easy  and  significant  answer  is,  that  it  is  sending  out  annually,  not 
one  or  two.  but  many  young  men  as  teachers;  and  the  report  comes  back 
that  these  men  make  good  ttacliei-s.  Tliei-e  must  be  something  serious  and 
impressive  and  gripi)ing  about  the  character  of  the  wurk  done  at  this  Col- 
lege, for  the  statement  has  often  been  made  that  the  training  a  student  re- 
ceives at  llampden-Sidney  fits  him  to  become  a  leadei-  and  teadu-i-  of  others. 
Certainly  if  the  calls  for  llamixlen-Sidney  men  as  teachers  is  to  be  taken  as 
a  sign,  they  must  be  in  tlemand--must  be  considered  worth  while — for  in  the 
past  few  years  specific  requests  for  graduates  of  the  College  as  teachers  both 
in  schools  and  in  liighei-  institutions  of  learning  have  been  more  than  could 
be  met. 

Hut  Ilamixlen-Sidiiey  is  also  devoting  its  best  energies  and  efforts  to 
giving  a  good  education  to  young  men  who  do  not  become  teachers  or  minis- 
ters, but  who  go  back  to  the  fai'ni  and  to  tiie  business  at  home  and  make 
useful  citizens.  These  young  men,  \\illi  otliei's  like  them,  are  to  become  the 
gtmrdians  and  conservators  of  things  fumlanuntal  in  matters  religious  and 
civil,  and  the  .strength  of  our  free  institutions,  of  our  educational  .system, 
of  the  Church  itself,  humanly  sjieaking,  will  be  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  men  of  this  type  who  are  jiut  back  on  the  farm,  and  at  the  desk,  as  well 
as  in  the  pulpit  and  in  the  school  room. 

These,   llien.  are   the  things   for   wliii-h    1  lani))den-Sidney   still   stands  and 
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these  are  the  things  today  it  is  doing  and  striving  to  do.  If  these  things 
— moulding  character,  making  men,  training  for  service,  upholding  the  truth 
— are  worth  while,  than  this  old  college  is  still  worth  while.  If  it  counts 
that  men  shall  yet  be  trained  up  to  "speak  true,  right  wrong,  obey  the  king, 
follow  the  Christ,"  then  there  is  still  a  work  for  Hampden-Sidney  to  do,  and 
the  work  that  Hampden-Sidney  is  doing-  will  continue  to  wear  the  seal  of 
high  value  and  genuine  merit.  If  we  believe  in  the  things  that  Hampden-. 
Sidney  stands  for  and  if  Hampden-Sidney  is  in  good  measure  living  up  to 
the  things  for  which  it  stands,  then  indeed  we  can  ill  afford  to  do  without 
it  as  it  is,  and  it  Avill  be  well  worth  our  while  to  make  it  even  better.  Of 
course,  Hampden-Sidney  docs  not  pretend  to  be  the  only  place  where  the 
good  things  are  to  be  had — only  one  of  those  places — nor  does  it  pretend  to 
be  a  place  where  all  the  good  things  arc  to  be  had;  but  the  claim  is  fairly 
made  that  it  is  rendering  a  valuable  service  to  the  State  and  to  the  Church, 
and  the  contention  is  now  set  up  that  it  can  and  Avill  do  even  more  in  pro- 
portion as  it  has  an  enlargement  of  opportunity. 

This  College  which  has  already  meant  so  much  to  so  many  of  us,  and 
surely  is  destined  for  a  larger  and  yet  more  helpful  measure  of  service,  this 
College  of  princely  heritage,  of  noble  traditions,  of  high  ideals  and  glorious 
workmanship — this  College  with  its  needs  and  its  aims,  its  achievements  and 
its  aspirations,  is  ours,  and  to  us  who  love  it,  its  alumni,  its  friends,  its  con- 
stituents, it  looks  for  the  larger  realization  of  its  hopes,  for  the  fulfillment 
of  its  appointed  mission.  What  shall  we  do  ^\^tli  it?  What  shall  we  do 
for  it  ?

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A  Glimpse  into  the  Future 


HESE  are  times  when  every  man  takes  stock  to  see  how  he  stands. 
The  epochal  events  of  the  past  five  j^ears  spell  progress,  and  it  is 
significaut  of  the  times  that  individuals  as  well  as  institutions  are 
preparing  for  a  renaissance  in  business,  arts,  science  and  every 
branch  of  actiAdty.  It  is  not  sufficient  at  this  time  that  we  rely  up- 
on the  past  or  upon  stored  up  capital  in  any  form,  however  great 

and  valuable  they  may  be,  but  we  must  take  measures  to  advance.     We  may 

not  even  stand  still  without  falling  behind. 

It  is  this  spirit  of  the  times  that  has  undoubtedly  impelled  the  Trustees 
to  "select  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggieston  as  the  president  of  Hompden-Sidney  and  to  give 
him  the  authority  and  backing  necessary  to  put  the  institution  in  the  place 
to  which  its  honorable  record  and  historic  prestige  entitle  it,  among  the 
leaders  of  American  Edixcational  Institutions.  That  means  that  it  must  pre- 
pare for  even  greater  usefulness  in  the  future  than  it  has  had  in  the  past 
and  in  order  to  do  this  a  very  considerable  expansion  must  take  place,  not 
only  in  the  teaching  statif  and  the  number  of  students  to  be  taught,  but  in 
physical  development  in  the  way  of  buildings  and  equipment  to  accomjmodate 
them,  and  it  is  this  feature  of  tlie  new  program  that  brings  us  as  architects 
to  Hampden-Sidney. 

Our  first  impression  of  Hampden-Sidney  was  that  it  was  hard  to  reach, 
but  our  second,  that  it  was  decidedly  worth  the  effort.  We  were  delighted 
to  find  buildings  of  real  architectural  merit,  many  of  them  dating  back  to 
the  early  part  of  the  19th  century,  and  in  their  beautiful  setting  of  fine  old 
trees  possessing  a  distinct  charm  not  to  be  forgotten.  Prom  that  moment 
our  enthusiasm  was  unbounded  and  it  is  Avith  real  pleasure  that  we  under- 
take to  carry  on  the  work  of  building  upon  that  has  been  so  ably  begun. 

If  a  general  plan  for  physical  development  of  the  college  was  made  by 
its  original  designers,  it  has  been  lost.  The  first  step  in  our  work  is  there- 
fore to  prepare  a  general  or  landscape  plan  which  will  provide  for  the  har- 
monious grouping  of  the  new  and  old  buildings,  and  not  only  the  new  build- 
ings that  mil  be  required  in  the  near  future  but  also  that  may  be  needed 
later.  This  plan  must  also  provide  for  the  embellishment  of  the  grounds 
and  the  co-ordination,  by  means  of  drives  and  AA'alks,  of  the  various  pai'ts. 
These  parts,  each  performing  a  separate  function,  may  be  classified  as  fol- 
lows :

Takiiif;  the  approximate  eenter  dI'  all  i)ri'sent  edilege  buildings  we  find 
that  a  eanijiiis  laid  out  somewhat  in  the  form  of  a  liorse  shoe  fits  the  topog- 
rapiiy  to  tiie  liest  advantage.  Around  tlie  eam]>us  are,  naturally,  grouped 
the  edueational  buildings.  Drawing  two  axis  lines  through  the  eenter  of  the 
enmpus  at  right  angles  to  each  other  and  running  approximately  north  and 
south,  east  and  west,  we  find  that  the  north  and  south  line  passes  through 
the  eenters  of  Cushing  Hall  and  the  Seminary.  It  is  u|)on  the.se  two  lines 
that  the  plan  is  eomposed.  It  is  likely  that  .some  sueh  a.\is  as  the  north  and 
south  line  was  assumed  by  the  original  planners.  f(n-  Cushing  Mall  and  the 
Seminary  are  i)arallel  with  each  other  and  at  i-ight  angles  with  a  line  drawn 
through  their  eenters;  there  is  also  further  evidenee  of  some  sueh  synunetri- 
c-al  i)laii  ill  the  iilaeing  of  all  of  the  older  biiiltlings. 

The  newly  ileveloped  plan  shows  the  east  and  west  axis  terminated  on 
the  west  by  a  new  liibrary  whieh  will  overlook  the  valley  we.>;tward.  It  is 
thought  proi»er  that  buildings  devoted  to  aneient  and  modern  languages 
should  flank  the  Library  eiielosing  the  semi-eirele  and  eonneeted  with  a  eolon- 
natle,  forming  the  western  boundary  of  the  eampus.  On  the  south  side  of 
the  eampus  are  the  ehemieal  and  i)liysieal  laboratories,  and  on  the  north  are 
buildings  devoted  to  niathematies  and  miseellaneous  reeitations.  The  eampus 
will  be  enclosed  on  the  east  by  the  jiresent  gymnasium  and  a  new  ehapel. 

In  order  to  develop  the  uorllieni  and  western  sections  of  the  college 
ginninds  a  new  drive  is  ])ropose<l  and  for  the  sake  of  symmetry  it  is  laiil  out 
I)arallel  with  the  drive  entering  the  ground.s  to  the  south  and  known  as  Via 
Sacra.  This  new  drive  will  also  be  at  an  ecpial  distance  from  Cushing  Hall 
as  Via  Sacra  is  from  the  Seminary.  The  Seminary  was  originally  planned 
])artly  as  a  dormitory  and  it  is  proposed  to  remodel  it  to  serve  entirely  for 
this  purpose.  Two  new  Dormitories  are  shown  flanking  Cushing  Hall  north 
of  the  new  drive  which  we  have  tentatively  names  "Via  Populi."  This  pro- 
vides for  four  dormitories  in  all  and  will  accommodate  about  400  students. 
The  Commons  is  shown  on  the  site  of  the  present  eating  club  west  of  Cush- 
ing Hall  and  is,  in  etTect,  an  enlargement  of  this  club.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  living  (|uaT-ters  for  the  students  and  the  educational  buildings  are 
i-oMvenieiitly  located  \\\\h  respect  to  each  other  ;iiid  that  the  eha))el  is  on 
the  \\av  to  recitations. 
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The  recreational  features  of  the  plan  provides  for  the  Athletic  Field 
located  as  at  present.  Init  a  new  gymnasium  is  proposed  at  the  field,  where 
properly  it  should  be.  There  is  also  provided  a  Student  Activities  Building- 
located  at  the  southern  entrance :  this  building  will  provide  a  common  meet- 
ing place  and  is  therefore  placed  near  the  main  street  and  the  toAvn  center. 

Since  the  extension  of  Via  Sacra  to  the  west  has  a  number  of  professors' 
homes  ali'eady  built  upon  it  and  thus  a  nucleus  has  already  been  formed,  it 
seems  desirable  that  this  section  of  the  college  grounds  should  be  developed 
as  sites  for  the  future  building  of  I'esidences  for  the  professors  and  teaching 
stai¥. 

The  general  plan  provides  sites  for  a  central  heating  plant,  a  laundry, 
ice  plant  and  an  Inn,  as  well  as  for  the  future  development  of  the  town. 

Having  settled  upon  a  genei'al  plan,  the  next  step  is  the  planing  of  the 
new  buildings.  This  work  is  progressing  in  tlie  form  of  preliminary  sketches 
and  we  are  able  to  present  at  this  time  sketches  for  the  building  which  will 
probably  pro\'e  of  greater  interest  to  the  students  than  any  other  proposed. 
Owing  to  its  distance  from  a  town  of  considerable  size,  it  becomes  of  great 
importance  that  Hampden-Sidney  look  to  its  own  amusement  in  order  to  be 
fully  self-contained.  A  building  devoted  to  recreation,  both  for  the  students 
and  for  the  townspeople,  becomes  an  important  consideration.  Such  a  build- 
ing has  been  designed  to  provide  in  the  first  floor  a  suitable  auditorium 
where  lectures,  concerts,  plays  and  moving  pictures  may  be  properly  given. 
The  auditorium  is  planned  to  seat  850  and  will  probably  be  of  ample  capac- 
ity to  accommodate  the  population  for  some  time  to  come.  In  this  building 
will  also  be  reading  and  writing  rooms,  rooms  for  recreation  and  games,  cafe- 
teria and  buffet  and  bowling  alleys.  Booms  are  provided  for  the  musical 
and  other  clubs  and  a  certain  number  of  bed  rooms  and  baths  are  available 
for  visiting  alumni  as  well  as  quarters  for  the  .students  assigned  to  look  after 
the  management  of  the  building.  It  is  intended  that  this  building  shall  be 
devoted  entirely  to  student  activities  and  furnish  a  real  center  of  amusement 
and  recreation,  so  important  in  college  life,  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  the 
daily  grind. 

A  new  gymnasium  at  the  athletic  field  should  come  very  soon  in  the 
program  of  development.  The  present  gymirasium  is  of  course  very  incon- 
A'eniently  located  with  reference  to  the  field  and  it  is  not  as  fully  equipped 
as  it  should  be.  The  new  gymnasium  is  being  planned  to  provide,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  equipment,  with  ample  lockers,  showers,  etc.,  a  swimming 
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piiol.  A(|uatii'  spoils  liavc  hccoiiii"  a  very  iin])urtant  ffuturi-  aiiiuri^;  tlu-  col- 
leges ami  no  doiilit  will  prove  a  jxipular  addition  to  the  sports  practiced  at 
Ilampdeii-Sidncy. 

Another  liuil<liii<;  of  intcccst  to  tl'.c  student  luxiy.  as  well  as  the  alumni, 
is  the  Inn.  wliieh  is  inelndi'd  in  the  •ri-neraj  plan  of  ileveh)i)nieiit.  This  should 
lie  located  in  the  to\\n  and  it  is  ))roi)ose(l  to  build  it  as  an  addition  to  West- 
minister Ilall  when  a  new  adnunstration  building  is  completed. 

It  nia\-  tied  he  p<)ssil)le  fin-  1  laiiiixlen-Sidney  to  realize  all  the  i)roposed 
inipiiivements  at  nnee.  even  thoufrh  desirable,  hut  it  is  important  that  a  defi- 
nite plan  for  its  developnu'Ut  should  be  adojited  so  that  from  tiiiu-  to  time 
as  buildings  are  nee<led  and  it  lieeomes  possible  to  erect  them,  suitable  loca- 
tions will  be  provi<leil  in  ai<i)rdance  with  a  well  considered  scheme  tending 
to  an  ultimate  harmonious  whole.  For  a  like  reason  it  is  desii-able  that  fu- 
ture buildings  should  be  in  architectural  hai-mony  with  the  old  buildings. 
The  best  evidence  of  this  is  the  unfortunate  architectural  deviation  from  the 
beautiful  and  ajjijropriate  style  of  the  older  buildings,  found  in  the  Mell- 
waine  Ilall.  one  of  the  later  buildings.  It  is  the  one  disturbing  clement, 
architecturally  si)eaUing,  to  be  found  on  the  campus.  It  is  certain  that  if  a 
general  i)laii  had  been  stvnlied  at  the  lime  it  was  built,  it  would  not  have 
been  ])laeid   wiinc  it   is.  nor  desigiud  in   the  style  adojited  for  it. 

llampden-Sitlney  has  every  i-eason  to  be  proud  of  her  achievements  of 
the  past.  She  has  wondei-ful  assets  in  the  renown  won  by  her  famous  sons, 
which  aigues  well  foi-  her  future.  If  she  can  inspire  the  proper  appreciation 
of  the  charm  she  possesses  in  her  beautiful  old  buildings  and  arouse  a  jeal- 
ous regard,  not  only  for  their  preservation,  but  that  iu)thing  shall  be  done 
in  the  future  to  mar  them  by  an  architectural  discord,  one  of  the  purpo.ses 
of  this  article  will  have  been  achieved  and  our  emiiloyineut  as  ..rehitects 
.justified.

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History  of  the  Class  of  1921 


VERYTHING  hideous  that  has  happened  in  college  foi"  the  past  two 
years — everything  from  an  unexpected  test  in  Chemistry  to  an  ice- 
cold  ducking  on  Ground-hog  Day — we  are  in  the  habit  of  blaming 
on  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  and  that  closes  the  incident  for  all  reasonable  be- 
ings. So  it  was  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  with  all  its  revolting  consequences, 
that  reduced  our  numbers  from  upwards  of  forty  freshmen  in  1917 
to  eleven  juniors  in  the  fall  of  1919.

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History  of  the  Class  of  1922 

HE  class  of  '22  in  rounding  the  half-way  mark  in  College  life,  can

Baseball  tVtund 
us  represented  by  Hughes  who  j)layed  a  remarkable  game,  vying  with  the 
sure  old-timers  for  out -field  honoi-s.  It  was  in  the  Field  Day  events,  how- 
ever, that  we  won  our  gi'eatest  athletic  ti'iuniph,  our  representatives  winning 
more  points  than  those  of  any  other  class.  Sands  starred  in  this  meet,  win- 
ning more  points  than  any  other  .single  eonte.stant  except  the  veteran  senior. 
Kirk  Pai-i-ish,  whose  marvelous  speed  carried  him  to  numerous  vietorie.s. 
Walthall  and  Tilley  also  did  honor  to  their  class  in  this  meet. 

When  college  opened  again  this  fall  we  found  that  many  of  our  old 
class  members  were  not  among  those  returning  lo  the  Hill,  but  those  re- 
maining have  not  allowed  our  class  record  to  slack.  Again  we  were  ably 
represented  on  the  football  team  that  tied  Kichniond  College  for  the  Cham- 
pionship. Hughes  and  Paulette  creditably  upheld  tin  honor  of  their  elass 
in  basketball,  and  a  good  Sophomore  representation  on  the  baseball  team 
will  be  appearent  to  any  who  will  read  the  records.  The  class  of  '22  is  just- 
ly proud  of  her  members,  and  of  the  record  they  have  made  for  her.  and  we 
all  feel  sure  that,  in  the  days  to  come,  after  we  have  left  the  sheltering  arms 
of  our  Alma  Slater  and  venture  forth  on  life's  troubled  .sea  to  fight  our 
battles  for  ourselves,  each  and  every  one  of  us  will  be  still  proud  to  say.  "I 
was  a  member  of  the  Cla.ss  '22.'

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History  of  the  Class  of  1923 


AJMPDEN-SIDNEY  was  first,  honored  by  our  presence  on  the  10th 
day  of  September  1919.  We  came  from  the  four  corners  of  the 
earth,  all  to  become  members  of  the  self-same  family,  and  in  time  to 
regard  each  other  as  brothers  by  adoption,  or  something  worse.  As

Hut  in  a  few  short 
inonthr.  we,  too,  have  learned  to  love  iraiiipdeM-Sidiiey,  and  \vc  find  our- 
selves approaching  the  end  of  our  first  year  with  keen  regret,  yet  with  joy- 
ful anticipation  of  the  years  that  arc  to  come  in  which  we  \\ill  s])end  sing- 
ing our  ballads  to  "(Hil  IIam])dcn-Sidney,"  and  proposing  toasts  to  the 
"(iarnet  aiul  (iray."  Alrcatly  we  have  niailc  many  fast  friends,  and  have 
found  l)oon  companions  to  acc<)mi)any  us  through  this  advi'Uturc  of  college. 
We  sympathize  with  those  who  go  from  us  this  year  to  follow  other  lines  of 
work,  for  they  are  leaving  thi'  ])lacc  which  has  witnessed  the  ha])])iest  days 
of  their  lives.  We  wish  them  every  success,  and  now  the  chiss  of  '2'-i  is  ri'aily 
for  another  Septeml)er  to  bring  us  back  into  place.  All  of  us  want  to.  and 
most  of  us  hope  to  be  "Johnny  on  llu'  Spot"  when  the  campus  i-ings  next 
fall  with  "Mail.  Tfail.  the  (iang's  all  here."

Review  of  1920  Football  Season 


HE  past  football  season  record  has  given  much  satisfaction  to  all  fol- 
lowers of  the  Garnet  and  Grey.  Though  Hampden-Sidney  did  not 
win  the  cnp  the  season  record  was  highly  creditable  and  much  praise 
is  due  to  the  faithful  work  of  the  players  and  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  coach. 


The  success  of  the  team  was  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  note- 
worthy work  of  Coach  W.  L.  Younger  kno•\^^l  in  Athletic  circles  throughout 
the  state  as  "Monk"  Younger,  one  of  Virginia  Tech's  greatest  ends.  We 
Avere  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  Mr.  Younger  to  direct  all  branches  of  Athlet- 
ics for  the  session  of  1919-20.  and  his  coaching  here  has  been  as  meritorious 
as  was  his  brilliant  Athletic  career  at  DaA-idson  College  and  Virginia  Poly- 
technic Institute. 

Practice  began  immediately  upon  the  opening  of  College  of  September 
10th.  Captain  Jones.  AVarren.  R.  D.,  Irby,  Rogan,  Sands,  Herzig,  Adams  and 
Hogshead,  the  last  three  having  returned  from  service  in  France,  formed  the 
nucleiis  around  which  the  team  AA'as  to  be  built.  A  wealth  of  new  material 
was  on  hand  and  prospects  for  a  chamjjionship  team  loomed  bright.

Hampden-Sidney  again  emerged  the  victor  by  a  10  to  0  score.  This  was  a 
hard  fought,  clever  game  and  the  opponent  was  worthy  indeed. 

On  November  15th  the  crucial  game  of  the  series  was  staged  in  "Death 
Valley"  against  the  Spiders.  A  defeat  meant  the  loss  of  the  Championship. 
A  victory  meant  the  possession  of  the  cup.  The  result  of  this  gruelling  con- 
test was  a  scoreless  tie.  Time  and  again  the  Tigers  carried  the  ball  far  into 
the  Spider  territory  only  to  lose  it  under  the  shadow  of  the  goal  posts. 
Hampden-Sidney  tried  several  goals  from  field  but  to  no  avail  and  the  final 
Avhistle  found  the  ball  on  Richmond's  25  yard  line.

The  first  three  mentioned 
contests  at  home  were  won  by  the  Tigers. 

The  Championship  series  was  opened  at  home  with  Richmond  College 
on  February  27.  The  game  was  hard  fought  all  the  way  through  but  the 
superior  foul  shooting  of  the  Spiders  carried  them  to  victory.  Capt.  Brit- 
tain's  playing  was  of  the  first  order.    Hughes  also  was  prominent. 

Randolph-Macon  was  the  next  opponent.  We  were  pretty  badly  de- 
feated in  this  contest  but  as  the  Jackets  had  one  of  the  best  quints  in  the 
State  we  feel  that  the  Tiger  performed  creditably. 

The  next  game  was  staged  at  home  with  William  and  Mary  and  Hamp- 
den-Sidney emerged  the  victor  by  a  27  to  18  score.  The  game  was  close  at 
times  but  the  brilliant  shooting  of  Captain  Brittain  and  the  foul  goals  by 
Hughes  carried  the  Tiger  ahead. 

The  next  game  at  Williamsburg  after  a  hard  fight  was  lost  to  the  In- 
dians by  a  26  to  32  score.  The  Tigers  were  handicapped  by  the  small  gym. 
of  the  Indians. 

In  Richmond  we  lost  again  to  the  Spiders  by  a  score  of  17  to  24.  The 
game  was  closer  than  the  score  would  indicate.  The  issue  of  the  game  was 
in  doubt  up  to  the  last  minute  of  play. 

The  last  game  of  the  series  was  played  at  home  with  Randolph-Macon 
and  resulted  in  a  defeat  for  the  Tigers.  Both  teams  played  well,  Capt.  Brit- 
tain putting  up  the  best  game  for  the  Tigers. 

Monograms  were  awarded  to  Captain  Brittain,  Stevens,  Paulette, 
Hughes,  and  Flemming.

CllAI'TKH  I. 

1.  And  \\'i\\ii  Sfjuirts  rcipncd  over  tlie  Ilanisiditfs,  for  three  years  until 
lie  waxed  1)1(1  and  the  days  of  his  life  had  l)een  many. 

2.  Tln-n  Kinn  Squirts  went  before  the  Judges  and  besought  them  that 
ihey  might  ehoose  one  to  reign  in  his  stead;  and  he  went  for  a  journey  among 
the  (i reeks. 

.'}.  And  it  caiMc  to  pass  llial  the  Judges  of  the  ti'ibe  sent  one  Paulus.  a 
prophet  of  much  fame  thrf)Ughout  the  land,  to  go  into  a  distant  country  and 
ehoose  a  King  to  reign  over  the  people  of  the  Hill. 

4.  And  Paulus  betook  himself  into  the  mountains  eountry.  even  to  the 
tribe  of  Techa.  unto  the  House  of  Eggleston. 

5.  Thus  did  Paulus,  and  he  anointed  to  be  King  of  the  Hanisidites. 
Prexy  of  the  Loud  Voiee,  who  eame  to  the  Mill  to  reign  ovi-r  his  people 
Israel  Selah. 

6.  And  lo.  in  the  first  month  of  the  reign  of  i're.xy.  there  was  a  great 
throng  whieh  journeyed  to  the  Hill. 

7.  And  there  were  many  of  their  brethren  among  the  people  who  had 
been  for  a  season  in  a  far  country  waging  against  the  (iermanites. 

H.  There  was  much  rejoicing  among  the  jxople.  for  liad  not  their 
brethren  been  victorious  over  the  hosts  of  the  Oermanites? 

9.  And  many  of  the  brethren  of  the  tribe  gathered  together  and  drank 
of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  even  that  which  is  red. 

10.  And  much  evil  was  wi-ought.  and  there  was  singing  and  dancing 
and  jesting  far  into  the  night,  and  much  goods  was  destroyed. 

11.  Then  the  congregation  of  the  tiibe  was  disi)leased.  and  the  r<niiicil 
of  the  Brethren  sat  in  judgment  over  the  offending  brethren. 

12.  Whereuixm  the  Council  of  the  Brethren  fined  the  offenders,  and 
took  from  them  their  substance. 

]'-i.  And  lo.  the  coffers  of  tlie  1  ribe  were  tilhd  with  talents  of  silver 
and  gold,  and  golden  vessels,  and  ivory  and  i)i-ecious  stones. 

14.     And  the  brethren  were  chastined  in  spirit. 

I").     Wheiefore  all  was  peace  in  the  land  for  a  sea.son. 

K).  .\ow  there  were  among  the  jieople  of  the  tribe,  certain  younger 
bretiiren.   who  ofTended  the  tribe  by  tlu'  error  of  their  way. 

17.  Therefore,  aecording  to  the  custom,  certain  ones  of  the  elder  breth- 
ren went   forth,  and  came  to  the  tent    of  the  yo\inger  lirelhren. 

18.  And  much  punishment  was  inflicted  u]>on  the  younger  brethren,  for 
till'  tribe  was  exeeeding  \vn>th   with  tlieni. 

lit.  Then  the  yoiniger  iirethi'cn  raisi'd  an  exceeding  loud  ci-y.  But  their 
wails  were  unheanl  by  the  tribe,  who  had  hardened  heir  hearts  against  fool- 
ish ones. 
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20.  Whereupon  the  younger  brethren  inscribed  certain  things  upon  tab- 
lets of  stone,  and  cast  them  broadcast  throughout  the  land. 

21.  And  the  tribe  ayes  sorely  grieved  by  the  younger  brethren.  For  the 
tablets  were  engraven  Avith  lies,  and  the  truth  Avas  far  removed  from  them. 

22.  But  King  Prexy  believed  the  report — for  he  is  an  exceeding  credu- 
lous man — and  he  was  displeased. 

23.  Whereupon  he  called  the  elder  brethren  into  the  temple,  and  he  ad- 
dressed the  elder  brethren  in  a  voice  so  loud  that  the  temple  shook,  and  the 
amber  curtains  rolled  tOAvard  heaven  Avith  a  mighty  crash. 

24.  But  the  elder  brethren  heeded,  the  Avords  of  King  Prexy,  and  all  was 
peace  in  the  land  for  a  season. 

25.  And  after  a  season  the  Old  men  of  the  Tribe,  even  those  of  exceed- 
ing Avisdom,  set  tests  for  the  brethren. 

26.  And  lo,  the  tests  Avere  exceeding  difficult,  and  the  old  men  Avere  ex- 
ceeding harsh  and  went  about  lamenting  even  as  Elijah  of  old,  and  crying 
for  the  brethren  to  arise  and  Avork.

28.  Thus  was  there  much  endeavoring  in  the  land  of  the  Hamsidites.  For 
a  fortnight  the  brethren  labored. 

29.  Wherefore  AA'hen  the  tests  Avere  completed  the  brethren  left  the  Hill, 
and  Avent  into  a  distant  country  to  enjoy  a  season  of  feasting. 

CHAPTER  II. 

1.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourth  month  of  the  reign  of  King  Prexy, 
the  brethren  assembled  on  the  Hill. 

2.  And  lo,  there  Avere  many  of  the  brethren  Avho  did  not  return  even 
after  many  days,  and  the  brethren  Avaxed  anxious.

6.  Then  it  came  to  pass  that  certain  of  the  brethren  rose  up,  and  AA'ashed 
themselves,  and  shaved,  and  put  on  clean  rainment,  and  they  besought  the 
tribe  to  cease  from  mourning. 

7.  And  the  tribe  arose  and  cried  out  Avith  a  loiid  voice,  "Let  there  be 
singing  and  dancing." 

8.  Therefore  the  tidings  Avere  sent  to  all  the  neighboring  tribes,  even 
unto  the  host  of  Normalites. 
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!>.  Ami  i(  rtiiiii  oiics  skilled  in  the  art  nl  .la/./  were  suminoiifd  from  the 
tribe  of   Ktiiiopia. 

10.  And  many  instruments  wore  jjrepared.  even  the  psaltery,  and  harp, 
and  eynd)als.  and  driitns.  and  instruments  uf  ten  thousand  strings. 

11.  .\iid  all  was  in  readiness. 

lli.     Mut    lol     Jarman.   he   who   ruleth   over  the-    .N'ormalites.  sent    nut    a 
(h-eree,  and  forhadc  his  tribe  to  enter  into  the  laud  of  tlie  llamsidites. 
]:!.     l-'or  tliei-e  was  a  {jrreat   ])lav'Ue  ovei'  the  land,  even  the  "tlu." 

14.  And  there  was  tlie  second  time  much  weei)inn  in  the  land  of  the 
Hill  |)eople.     Kor  are  not  the  N'ormalites  fair  of  skin,  and  pood  to  look  upon? 

15.  Then  Vouufrer.  of  the  ISald  Head,  eann-  before  the  tribe  and  said, 
"liet   tis  play   frames,  and   foi-}ret   oui*  sorrow." 

Hi.  .\n(l  so  it  came  about  that  the  brethren  played  stranpe  frames,  and 
the  (  Hd  .Men  of  the  ti-ibe  were  appalled. 

IT.     And  all  was  peace  in  the  lanil  for  a  season. 

18.  Whereupon,  the  Old  Men  of  tin-  liibe  cried  f(n-  rcveiifrc  against  the 
brethren. 

If).  And  they  set  tests  fo!- the  brethren  so  that  Kin<r  I'l-exy  ndjrht  banish 
from  tlie  land  more  of  the  brethren. 

20.  And  afjain  the  brethren  labored,  and  strinc,  and  the  Old  Men  were 
exeeediiifj  haish.  ami  the  tests  were  difficult. 

21.  I'.ut  the  brethi-cn  were  dilifrent.  and  the  Kin<:"s  household  was  run- 
niufr  evenly,  ami  the  tribe  remained  intact. 

22.  And  thei-e  was  much  fjladness  amouf;  the  brethren,  and  they  saufr 
llosanuas  to  the  Kiiifr. 

23.  And  the  Kirifr  de])arted  from  the  Hill  and  went  in  search  of  talents 
of  iiold   and  shekels  of  silver,   in   oi-der  to   beautify   and   rebuild  the   temple.

1.  .\inl  when  Kinir  I'nxy  was  come  afrain  to  the  land  of  the  llamsidites 
he  brou-rht   much  trold.  and  silvei-.  and  precious  stones. 

2.  And  the  days  wei-e  days  of  i)lenty  in  the  land  of  the  IFanisidites. 
l-"iii-  the  Kin<^  Avas  frcnerous  ami  brought  much  Hoover  for  his  people. 

3.  There  was  nuich  rcjoicinjr  throufrhout  the  tribe  .and  apain  the  Jazz- 
men even  from  the  tribe  of  Ktlio])ia   were  sunnnoned. 

4.  And  Jarman,  the  chief  of  the  Noi-nialiles.  sent  his  peojile  to  visit  the 
llamsidites,  and  there  were  jjcople  fiom  other  tribes,  and  many  of  the 
brethren  who  were  once  amonir  the  nund)er  of  the  people  of  the  Hill. 

5.  .And  fill-  three  days  there  «as  sin<rin<;  and  dancin<r.  and  the  tribe 
rejoiced. 

6.  Kor  had  not  the  days  been  well  spent'  And  was  not  the  jui<*e  of 
the  corn   t-xeeediuK  scarce?     Yea.    verily. 

7.  And  the  tribe  was  plad.     Selah. 
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8.  And  so  King  Prexy  went  for  anotlier  journey  in  a  distant  land, 
for  the  tribe  needed  many  things.  Wlierefore  the  King  made  Agginus  of  the 
Sheared  Poll  chief  over  the  brethren. 

9.  And  Agginus  dealt  wisely  with  the  brethren  of  the  tribe;  and  he  gave 
them  victuals  in  abundance. 

10.  Aj:d  it  came  to  pass  that  the  minds  of  the  brethren  began  to  turn 
toward  distant  things.
